in the Did Teſfament, erhozting the rebelli- 
sus Jewes bnto Repentance, bſe commonly 
anHebzew Uerbe, which fignifies,Turne pe, 
83 Keturne pc and come againe : by 
the which Metaphez is meant, that like as a 
man that is ſfraped farre ont of his wap, muſt 
returne quite baute againe the contrary way:

Lord haue mercy on me, and ſoa away: but hee 
mult make a backe-reckoning, with diligent 
conſideration of his fo2mer life as did the Pꝛo- 
phet Dauid, Pſalm. 119. 50. Ihaue conlidered 
my wayes, andrurned my feete vnto thy Teſti- 
monies. So mulk enerp one that meaneth to 
repent, flincke aſide into ſome coꝛner 02 out- 
place, that there he may haue roome enough to 
beate his owne conſcience, and to make his 
Wy — foz his finncs, by aggrauatien 

and weighing all the circumſtances, 
— in — ninth of Daniel: The Church of 
God confeſſech her ſinnes, not lightly ,bur with 
wonderfull great exaggeration, and heaping 
vp one thing to another.

can hold it: So ſecret, that few can finde it: 
Therefoze mp deare hꝛethꝛen, J beſeech pou let 
bs pzay bnto our God, that hee would reneale 
voto vs this myſtery which is hid from the 
1vozld, that we may ſee it, and know it, finde it, 
and feele it to dur endleſſe comfoꝛt, thzough 
Chailt Jelus, which grace he grant vs. 

But now to the ſecond point, concerning 
the Qualities and Fruits of Kepentance : one 
eſpeciall qualitie of Kepentance is alwayes to

tceuld not be) yet ſhal no impenitent ſinner haue 
remiſſion of his ſins by his death, noꝛ any other 
benefit of his paſſion: foz they belong onely tg 
his Church and choſen people here vpon earth. 
Yee therefoze that is not of the Church, he that 
is notgraftcd into Chailt by faith; her that is 
not a member of his myſticall body, can inioy 
nothing by Chriſts death: If any man abide not 
in me,he1s caſt forth as a branch & witherethg 
and men gather them, and caſt them into the 
fire, & they burne. Ioh. 1 5.16, We reads inthe 
29.0f Deut. how God barreth all ſtubbozneſin- 
ners from his mercy,x doth molt terribly ſhoot 
out againſt them, He that heareth the words oł 
this curſc, & bleſſeth himſelfe in his heart, ſays 
ing ; I ſhall haue peace, although I walke ac- 
cording to the ſtubbornnes of mine own heart,

Whe 
Jelus Chzilt ſent downe the holy Ghoſt vpon 
his Diſciples, acco2ding to his pꝛomiſe, there 
were ſome ſcoffers at Icruſalem, which moc- 
ked,. and ſaid, They are full of new wine ; But 
the ſame men crped out by and by after ; Men 
and brethren what ſhall we doe to be ſaued? 

Heere was a moſt wonderfull and ſodaine 
thange: St then the fo2ce ol repentance, when 
God ſtriketh it into the heart of a man, and dꝛi⸗ 
neth the naile to the head ( as they ſap) it effe- 
rteth that which all the wiſedome and policy of 
man is not able to bzing to paſſe; « when they 
haue pzouled hither and thither and laid their 
heads together, and ſought all the cozners of 
eir wits, pet can they not tell which way to 
urne their hand, oz where to begin to change 
= heart of a man, and to conuert him to God. 
Wherefoze repentance is ſtronger then all the 
Whole wozld,and wozketh that which all men 
with their naturall wits, fine heads, aud dee pe 

deuices cannot compaſſe: fo2 the conuerſion ot 
AUſinncris a woꝛke ſupernaturall. Here then we 
haue aglafſe to behold our ſelucs in, whether 
ener we haue repented, oz no: Foz if we finde 
not this change, and alteration in vs, we haue 
notrepented, and ſo conſequently remaine vn- 
| der 
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der damnation. Therefozelet euery man looks 
vnto himlſelfe : fo marke how much he is chans 
ged and altred from his fozmer wicked wayes, 
lo much hath hee repentod. And hee that is the 
ſame man he was thzee, foure, eight, nap thirty 
teres agoe,ſurely,ſurely,he hath not repented, 
and therekoze abideth in damnation, AJ mar- 
uell then how theſe men, which neuer felt any 
change oz alteration w2onght in them, nay, 
whoſe conſcience telleth them that they arg 
not changed, no2 know what it meaneth, can 
haue hope of ſaluation ? vnlefſe peraduenture 
they belteue not this doctrine, o2 thinke it to be 
falſe. J will ſend oner theſe men to ſuch as 
haue beene in the like caſe they now ate, and 
pet thought thep might doe well enough fog 
all that, although both blinde in indgement, 
and coꝛrupt in conuerſation. Jhaue knowns 
and doe know men, which befoze their conners 
ſion and inward change, were counted as ho⸗ 
neſt men as euer bzake bzead, and as ſubffaj- 
tiall men as any conld be, and as true dealers, 
vpꝛight liuers, good houſe-keepers, as any 
their neighbours: yea, and they had the ſame 
opinion of themlelues too: 4 pet u 
ding when they haue felt repentance wo:king 
this change and alteration in them; though 
the power of the Spirit, at the pzeaching of!

odio better; and new eyes to 
; as men come ont of a dampe, haue 


ole darkncfle they were in befo2e, and haue 
ah fozth into theſe wozds, that they would 
not be in the ſame caſe they were befoze,no not 
fo; all the wozlds goods: foz if thep had dyed 
that caſe, they were ſure they ſhould haue 
np mned. But J pꝛap pou what caſe were 
cis in beſoze? were they not god honeſt men.

that is, whoſoeuer doth not feele in himſelfe 


what is repentance, and finde in himlſelfe the 


qualities thereof, hall be condemned:fo2 where 
repentance is, there be the qualities of repens 
tance ; and where the qualities be abſent, there 
is no true repentance. So that where Chai 
ſaith, Except ye repent, yee ſhall allperiſh,it is 
all one as if hee had ſaid, ercept you know the 
truth of repentance, except pou can pꝛoue vnto 
pour conſciences the foꝛgiuenes of pour ſinnes, 
except pee feele a change and alteration in the 
bottome of pour hearts foz all pour fozmerlewy 
wates and miſdemeanours,yon ſhall ſurely pe⸗ 
riſh and be damned. But let vs a little further 
ſearch out the qualities of repentance. The A⸗ 
poſtle in the 7. chapter of the 2. Epiſtle to the 
Corinthians ſetteth downe ſeauen notablequa- 
lifies and effects of repentance. 

The firſt of them heanameth Care: For be- 
hold ( ſaith hee) this things, that you haue been 
godly ſorry, what care it hath wrought in ou: 
this is an earneſt ſtudie, + as it were; a taking 
thought to pleaſe God: foz where trur:repen- 
tance hath once wꝛought, there followeth great 
care afterward : care (J ſay ) to liue in the u- 
bediente of God; care to keepe a good cinici- 
ence, care torefpzme onr-houfhoulds, cate to 
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| inffructour wines, childzen,and ſeruants in the 
knowledge of God, care to pzay with them 
mozning and euening : and generallp, care to 
perfoꝛme all duties belonging to God: So that 
repentance is not a careleſſe, but a careful 
thing. Let no man thinke there foꝛe, that al- 
though they welter in careleſeneſſe of the fleſh, 
t leepe in ſecurity all the dayes of their lile, pet 
their repentance is good fnough : pea, ⁊ though 
they ſpend whole dapes, nights, moncthes,and 
peeres in vanities, plapes and paſtimc,in idle- 
nes, fond delights, pleaſures 4 voluptuouſnes, 
in negligence of all duty, foꝛgetfulnes of God, x 
contempt of all good things: pet foz all this they 
repent fo2 their ſins,and hope to be laued aſwel 
as any other. But alas, how can theſe things 
and together, to repent foꝛ ſin, and to delight 
in ſinne, to hate ſin, to loue ſin, to flp from ſin, 
-and to follow after fin 2 But theſe men 3 per- 
ceine would faine make S. Paul alyar : fo2 hee 
-Faith, A man hath neuer repented except he be 
carefull after ward to pleaſe God, they ſap they 
doe repent, and haue repented, although they 
line neuer ſo wzetchedly and careleſly. But 
- when all licentious 6 lewd liuers, filthy whoze- - 
- mongers, beallly belly-gods, and careleſſe cai- 
- tiffes,come to the kingdome of God, and are fas 
ned then ſhall theſe men come alſo with them, 
- fabefaued by carelefle repentance. 
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of Repentance. 

Thenert quality and effect ofrepentance un | 
named Clearing of our ſelues, that is 
ging of our ſelues when fin dothaccuſe + a 
lap things to our charge: fox when fin and Sa- 
tan doe terrifiethe conſcienceof the pcoꝛe penis 
tent ſinner, by and bp he flyeth vnto God, and 
asketh foꝛgiuenelle thꝛough Jeſus Chziſt, fo 
clearing himlelfe, and making his apologie a- 
gainſt Sinne and Satan: like as a man that 
is pꝛelented into the Court vpon ſulpition of 
whoꝛdome, oꝛ anp other natoꝛious crime, muſt 
cleare himſelſe by witneſſe, ol that which is laid 
to his charge; ſo the conſcience that is cited by 
Satan befoze the iuſtite and Judgement ſeate 
of God, cleareth it ſelfe by Repentance,and aſ- 
keth foꝛgiueneſſe though Jeſus Chziſt. 0 
that here we may ſee a wondcrfull fruit ofa pe- 
nitent conſcience: it cannot abide the accuſatig 
of ſir, it cannot be quiet till it be reconciledbn- 
to God, and ſo hane peace with it ſelfe. Foz 
this is to be noted in a godly man, that when 
he hath committed any ſin, andhis conſcience 
telleth him of it, by and by he fecles lead within 
him, and is all heaup, and cannot ſl pe quietly 


till he haue gotten into ſome cozner, where hee 


may mourne and lament to the fall,x confeſſe E 
lay open himſelfe vnto God, and ſo cleare him- 
ſelfe thzongh Jeſus Chꝛiſt, his conſcience bea- 
ring him witnes þ his ſin is foꝛgiuen. TWhere- 
as

as confrariwiſe, the vngodly man, when his 
conſcience accuſcth him of ſin, bee diſpatcheth 
awaie all ſnch thoughts,and treadeth them vn⸗ 
der ft :& by and by calleth foꝛ a paire ef cards 
02 Tables, oꝛ ſo ne merrie companion to dzine 
awaie time, and to put out all ſuch thoughts 
out ofhis head: a ſo indeede he increaſeth them 
moze and moꝛe, and cauſeth them to rankle in- 
wardly, 

The third qualitie is called Indignation : 
that is,a moztall and deadly hatred againſt fin, 
as when a man doth ſhudder and ſhake, and as 
it were grind his teeth at the remembzance of 
his ſinnes: Fo? thts is alwates in the penitent 
perſon, to loath and abhozre all ſinne from his 
heart, both his owne ſinnes, and the ſinnes 
ofothers, and to hate it as the Dinell himſelfe, 
which is the authoꝛ ok it: and to lie from it, as 
from the verie cut - thꝛoat and hang man of his 
ſonle, and to know it to be the onelp thing that 
blindeth and hardeneth, that ſeparateth from 
God, and pꝛocureth all plagues and diſeaſcs, 
both of bodie and ſonle againſt vs. Therefoꝛe 
he ſpitteth at it in deſtance, and diſdaineth it, & 
Toppeth his noſe at the ſtinke of it, whereſoe⸗ 
ner hee ſmelleth it. 

The fourth thing is Feare, which is a cer- 
taine awe of God, when a man is afraid to diſ- 
pleaſe him: Foz the penitent perſon frareth al- 
waies 


waies, and being pꝛiuie to his owne infirmitie 
and weakneſſe ( when God neuer ſo little with⸗ 
dzaweth his grace and leaneth him alone) woꝛ 
keth his ſaluation with feare and trembling. 
Mer will not pꝛeſume bpon fozmer grace to 
commit any ſin, oʒ flatter himſelfe in the mercie 
of God, and the things that he hath already ta- 
ſted of God, to peeld to ſome little ſin, thinking 
he may doe that and bee the child of God well e- 


4 nough,becauſe ſome of Gods childzen haue fal- 


len into greater:but rather he trembleth at the 
leaſt motion of ſinne and is afraid ofthe temp- 
tation which Satan trappeth in the waie, and 
is afraid when the temptations of ſin are vpon 
him, to ſatisũe the hunger of ſin : but rather he 
fighteth againſt fin when ſinne fighteth againſt 
him, and pꝛeſenteth the feare of God befoze his 
eyes (as godly /oſeph in the aſſaults of foriphers 
wife) to bee as it were a tower of defence, and 
wel · ſpꝛing of life to auoid the ſnares of death. 
The fift thing is Deſire, that is, hungring 
and thirſting after righteouſneſſe. Foz the pe- 
nitent man is ramſhed with a deſire of good 
things: he deſireth to be enery dap better then 
other, he deſtreth to leaue euery dap ſome ſinne, 
he defireth to pꝛap, he deſtreth new knowledge 
and new vbnderſtanding of heanenly things. 
He defireth to heare @ermons,any wil (trains 
himſelfe to heare them. He defireth the compa⸗ 
ny 
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panp of the godly, thinking himſelfe in heauen 
when he is amongſt them He deſtreth the ſal- 
uation of his bcry enemies, t pꝛape th foz them. 
All theſe, and many other ſuch like deſires,are 
in a penitent man. 

The ſixt qualitie is Zeale, which conſiſteth in 
the earneſt embzacing of vertue: and hatred of 
vice: ſo that the penitent perſon is $calons of 
euerp good thing, zealous of Gods gloꝛp in all 
places, in all companies, and amongſt all per⸗ 
ſons. Pe cannot abide that Gods honoꝛ ſhould 
be impeached, o2 his name blaſpheamer, o2 his 
gloꝛy trampled vnder foote by wicked men: but 
will open tis mouth to repꝛoue the wicked and 
ſtand ſteutly in the defence of Gods glozy. Hie 
is not like the Atheiſts and dillemblers, which 
are alwapes as the company, that is, godlp a- 
mongſt the godly, a Pꝛoteſtant amongſt Pꝛo⸗ 
teſtants, wicked amoug the wicked, a Papiſt 
amongſt Papiſts, a wozldling amongſt wozld- 
lings, and a ſwearer amongſt ſwearers,a wea⸗ 
ther-cocke that turneth with cuery wind. The 
penitent man J ſap is not of that ſtampe: but 
he is conſtant and zealous in all god things: he 
is zealous both againſt the pleaſures and pꝛo⸗ 
fits ot ſinne: thought he might winne a whole 
wozld, o2 pleaſure himſelfe neuer ſo much by 
tommiting finne againſt God, pet he will re- 
kuſe it: ſoʒ he hath learned from Chziſts — 
| tha 
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woꝛld, and to loſe his owne ſouls. 

The laſt thing is Reuenge:that is, the peni- 
tent perſon is ſo offended with the ſin hee hath 
committed, that he will be reuenged of himſelte 
foz it. As fo2 example, if hee haue offended in 
gluttonie, hee will reuenge himſelfe by kaſting 
two oz tha daies after. t he haue offended in 
whozdome, he will be reuenged of his luſts by 
haltering and b2idling of them euer after. If 
he haue offended in couetous catching and po!- 
ling of other mens goods, her will be reuenged 
on himſelfe by reſtitution, as was godly + pe- 
nitent Zacheus: # this indeed is aſpeciall fruit 
of repentance, fo reſo2zme our ſelues in thofe 
things wherein wee haue moſt offended. Now 
then we ſee ( mp deare bzeth:en ) what lieth in 
the belly of Kepentance, and which bee her in- 
wards : ſo that we muſt needs now come to the 
bnlacing and bnbaleling of Chꝛiſts wozds: 
Except ye repent(ſaithhe)ye ſhall all periſh:that 
is, except pe haue this ſozenamed Care, pou (hail 
all be damned: except pe haue this Clearing of 
your ſelues, pou ſhall be damned: except pou 
haue this Indignation, you ſhall bee damned: 
ercept you haue this Feare, pou ſhall bee dam 
ned: except you haue this Dclirc, pou ſhall ail 
be damned - ercept pou haue this Zeile, pon 
Gall all bee damned: except von haue this 
Reuenge \ 
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Reuenge, pau ſhall allbZ damned. F02 our Sa⸗ 
utour Chziſt doth not ſpeak of the bare name of 
Repentfance, but of Kopentance..with her fur⸗ 
niture and appartenances : ſo that whoſoener 
hath not Repentance with all her qualities + 


hath no Repentance indeed, and therefoze ſhall 
be damned: For except you repent, yec ſliall all 
periſh. But mee thinketh that J heare ſame 
man lay : here is nothing but damnation, dam⸗ 
nation : pon pzeach nothing but the Law, let 
bsheareofthe Golpell. Py bzethzen, J p20- 
teſt vnto pon, that J ſpeake in {ove whatſoe- 
ner I ſpeake, J deſire the ſaluation of pou all. 
Af could win but two of all this congrega- 
tion, J would count nip ſelfe happy. and thinke 
that God had greatly blefſedmp labours. And 
bndoubtedly, If I knew any neerer waie to 
bzingrouto God, then by pꝛeaching the Law 
to make pou know pour ſelues, ſurely,ſurely,J 
would vſeit.: Oz if I could bee perſwaded that 
the pꝛeaching of the Goſpell, mercy, would do 
von moze good, pou ſhould heare of nothing 
but Golpell, Goſpell, Mercp, Percy. But alas, 
I ſee that euer careleſſe and ignozant man 
pꝛelumeth vpon Gods mercie. J ſee that euer 
filthy liner, and notozious blaſphemer abu- 
ſeth Gods mercy, in applying it to himſeife 


without repentance, ſo that they would _—_ 1 
Zods 


effects, o2 at leaſt, ſome meaſure of them, hee 
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Gods mercy a cloake fo2 their ſins : A ſee that 
euerꝝ man would faine bee flattered in ſinne, x 
heare of it no moze, but haue the Goſpell pzea- 
ched, which indeed belongeth not onto them, 
continuing in their ſtubboznneſle: But onelp 
to the penitent finner which fozſaketh him 
ſelfe and groaneth and panteth vnder the bur 
den of his fin. Therefoze when J ſ& you hum- 
bled with the conſcience of your ſinnes,, and 
groane and pant vnder the burthen of them: 
when I ſee pour faces blubbered with weeping, 
and pour hearts mollified, and ſoꝛrowing with 
care, then will J comfo2t pen, and ceaſe to 
pꝛeachß Law. But J p2ay pou, will pou fteale, 
murder, and commit adulterp, and pet heare of 
mercie - Will you mocke, ſweare, blaſpheme x 
railc, and pet heare of mercy ? Mill you ſerue 
fin,hate vertue, and follow pour owne luſts, x 
pet heare of mercy ? Would you haue plaiſters 
befoꝛe you haue wounds: Mould pou haue 
phyſicke befoze pon be ſicke? Would you be let 
blood befoze you haue nee de: 
Would you not account him a fecliſh Phys 

ſitian, that will miniſter Phylicke to a whole 
man: Would you not thinke him an vnskilkul 


_ Chirurgion that will apply a gentle ſalue to 


Wold leſtered ſoze, and not rather coꝛzzie it 2 

en know pon mp bzethren, that becauſe pou 
"ne full of grofſe hamozs,yon muſt haue ſtrong 
rur- 
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purgation, becauſe you arc full old feſtered 


wounds, pou muff haue coraſtue ſalues: foꝛ 
that is beſt foz yon, and the ſpeedieſt way to 
recouer pour health: and foꝛalmuch as pon bee 
rough hoꝛſes, pou muſt haue a rough rider, and 
hard knotty timber muſt haue hard wedges, 
and hard ſtrokes with a beetle. Me pꝛeach the 
law to dꝛiue you to Chriſt, we pꝛeach iudgemẽt 
to make yon to ſeeke mercy, we pꝛeach damna⸗ 
tion to bzing pou to ſaluation. But to pꝛeach 
mercy ⁊ foꝛginenes befoze men ſe their ſins, oꝛ 
know their miſerp by the pꝛeaching of the law, 
is to pꝛeach the Goſpell vnpꝛofitably: Foz hee 
that is ignoꝛant of the Law, knoweth not what 
miſery is in himſelfe oꝛ what mercy is in Gad. 
What father is there, who ik his child ſhould 
play the ſtubboꝛne bop, and diſobey him in eue; 
rie thing hee commandeth, would ſtroke his 
head, and ſapye were a good bop - x not rather 
ſenerely coꝛrect him, and whip him with a rod: 
What maſter will commend his ſernant fo2 
doing what he liſt, and not what hee comman⸗ 
deth him! Cuen ſo we map not diſobey, and doe 
euill, and looke to be flattered too, t not rather 
chidden. Let vs know then, that though God 
ble ſearing,lancing,o2co2ſing,and ſearching of 
the bones, and other violent remedies: vet in 
the meane while hee pꝛocureth our health by 
them. And let vs further bnderftand, that fo2- 
aſmnch 
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aſmuch as there is no other meanes to dꝛaw 
vs to ſaluation, but by the clenſing of all dur 
vices, and the ſame clenſing cannot be done but 
by violence, when wee ber warned by the doc- 
trine of the Law, ſo as our obne conſcicnces 
accuſe vs, although wee like well to bee now 
and then flattered aud ſoothed, pet let vs ſeeke 
to bee ſpoken vnto earneſtly, to haue our faults 
told vs, and to bee made aſhamed of them, k to 
haue our diſh oneſtp diſconered, and not dcfire 
to bee pleaſed: Foz it were next way to make 
vs rot in our owne filthineſſe, if wee ſhould 
hold it in ſecret: and it would coſt to deare the 
ſetting on, if we ſhould be ſo flattered by men, 
and in the means ſeaſon the heauenly Judge, 
thunder downe vpon vs, 

TLherefoze, when any man commeth to a 
Sermon, let him firſt and fozmeſt make his 
reckoning to be rebaked, as meet it is, and let 
him vnderſtand that it is foꝛ his p2ofit that her 
is not ſoothed. And it he haue itching eares, let 
him lap them awap from him, alluring him- 
lelfe elſe, that he is fo2e-cloſed, fo ſhall he neuer 
reteiue the doctrine to his pꝛofit and inſtructi- 
on: and let him bee content to haue his ſoares 
rubbed and bewzayed, that he may be bzonght 
to that which is foꝛ his wel-fare. It any man 
pleaſe a ſicke body, what ſhall become. of him: 
Shall hee gtue him dꝛinke euerp minute ot an

Our Creation calleth us, our Redemption cry- 
eth, our Sancification knocketh, and our E= 
lection moneth vs to repentance: What coul 
God doe moꝛe ſoꝛ his Uineyard that hee hath 
not done e Therefoze let vs repent. 

Decondly, the iudgements of God niaue vs 
bnto Repentance: fo2 all the Thunder ⸗bolts, 
Plagues, and puniſhments, which God hath 
thzowne downe bpon obſfinate ſinners, from 
the beginning of the wozld, are ſo many war- 
ning peeces bnto vs, to awake vs out of tha 
dead fleep offin,and to pꝛicke vs to repentance, 
As in 1. Cor. 10. When the Apoltle had cited 
diuers great iudgements of God againſt t 
old Iſraelites foz diuers ſins, hee — 1

Now all theſe I came vnto them for ex- 


amples, ind were written to admoniſh vs, vpon 


whom the ends of che world are come. So that 
all the iudgements wee reade ol in the Scrip- 
tures, are as ſo manp admonitions, and as it 
were Cart-ropes to dꝛaw vs to repentance. 
All the iudgements wee reade of, doe ſer, and 
heare of encry dap, knocke with maine ſtrokes, 
beate downe right vpon our conſciences to re⸗ 
pentance. The vgly monſters,ſtrange births, 
and firp conitellations, vnknowne camets, ſo⸗ 
daine deaths, marucllous dꝛoughts, vnwonted 
ſnowes, hozrible inundations, fozraine won⸗ 
ders, ſtrange apparitions, thꝛeatning of hea⸗ 
uen. aboue with flaming and ſhooting fire, 
frembling of the rarth vnderour fecte,andour 
houſes ouer our heads, as of late daics : What 
are all theſe, but as it were great Cranes with 
beames and Cable ropes to dzaw vs to the 
od bp repentance 2 . 

Thirdlp, che word of God helpeth bs to re- 
pentance: Fo as God in the old time ſent his 
Pꝛophets both early and late, to call the re⸗ 
you Jewes to repentance ; ſo hee ſendeth 

Pꝛeachors and meſlengersi in thele 
SO ſound bp the Trumpet of his Wozd, 
and to ring the ſweet Bells of Aaron amonaft 
them, to awake them to repentance : but alas, 


Yo lightly. are they regarded : ho * 
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their vopee; But ſurely this is the laſt reme- 
dy that Ood hath appointed: and if this wil not 
moue vs to repentance, it this will not cure vs, 
then are we altogether vncurable. 

Fourthly, the infinite number of ſinnes we 
haue committed, ought to bee (ſa many ſpurres 
in our ſides to pꝛick vs to repentance. Ic is ſaſ⸗ 
ficient( ſaith S. Peter) that wehaue ſpent the time 
of our life after the luſts of the Gentiles, walking 
in wantonmes of luſts, drunkenneile, gluttony, 
drinkings, and all abominable idolatries. Now 
therefo2e it is time to repent. Dh that men 
would looke backe to themſelues, as they were 
fo2ty, thutp, twenty, oz ten peares agoe! Oh 
that they would call to minde their open and ſes 
cret finnes, « me thinketh it hould make their 
hearts bleed within their bollies to thinke vpon 
them : Oh that they would conſider how much 
time they haue miſſpent, and how mann good 
things; they haue negletted, and altog ther 9. 
mitted. . g 

Fiftly, the ſhortneſſe of our life callethrar⸗ 6 
neſtlp vpon vs to repent. The time nf our life 
is ſixty yeares and ten, and ił they tine to eigh⸗ 
ty peares, pet is their ſtrength butolabrur and 
ſozrow,and ſo it is eut at quickly, and lutt lye 
away, ſaich the Pꝛophet Dauid : we haue ſpent 
our pearys as athongir; therefore addeth;/ 
Teach. vr numbe our daycs chat we may

Choztneſſe and inconſtancie of it, in the Scrip- 
tares, is compared fo graſle, to a vapour, to 
fmoake, to a weaners ſhutfie, which glideth a- 
way ſwiftly. Euen ſo the dayes of men paſſe 
away, no man knoweth how. Man 1s of ſhort 


continuance, ( faith lob) and full oftrouble. 


Experience teacheth vs, that to day a man, to 
mozrow none. Hence awap wee muſt all, hero 
is no abiding place foz vs: how ſ@ne we know 
not. Therefoꝛe let vs repent. 
Sixtlp, che {mall number of thoſe which 
ſhall be ſaued, ought to thauſt vs fo2ward to 
ance. Striue to enter in at che narrow 
gate: for many (I ſaywnto you) will ſeeke to 
enter in, andſhall not beablc,ſaith Chriſt, Luk. 
13. 24.And in another place he ſaith, The gate 
is ſtran, and che way narrow that leadeth vnto 
life and fe there be that find it. I men would 
tonſiter of this, it would make them looke bet- 
cer about them, and try with themſelues whe- 
ther they be of that ſmallnumber 02 no. 
Seventhly, Dcach chreatens vs, which is bery 
terrible to the fleſh, and the remembꝛante ol it 
berp bitter to a man that is ſouſed and ſokedin 
the pleaſurcs of this Wozld, It flattereth no 
man, it regardeth no perſon, it weigheth no 
friendſhip, it carethnot fo; rewards, it is very

them, much lefſe were pon abls to conceine 
them. If all the toztnres and cruell tozments 
that can be demſed by the wit of man, were 
executed bpon ſome one, pet were it nothing 
to this. Wee pooze wꝛetches thinke there is nd 
paine to a cholicke, oꝛ a cruell ague: But if all 
cholickes, agues, and all other ſtrange diſeaſes, 
could poſſibly light bpon one man, it were but 
a flea-biting to that which is to came. The 
paine is endleſſe, caſeleſſe and 'remedileſſe. 
The dapes of their helliſh toꝛments hall ne- 
uer weare out, noz their pres come to an 
end, the longer they continue, the lefſe hope 
they haue: when as many peeres be erpiredas 
there be men in the wozld, and ſtarres in the 
heanens: when as many thouſand peeres are 
ended, as there be ſtones and ſands by the@ea-
